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Wildcats pummel Panthers 
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Kentucky Connected wins Spirit Award

State officials have recog¬ 
nized six county governments, 
including the Henry County 
Fiscal Court, for their partici¬ 
pation in Kentucky Connected, 
a public-private partnership 
focusing on education, trans¬ 


portation and economic devel¬ 
opment in the region. 

The group received the 
2014 Spirit of Kentucky 
award and was honored at 
the annual Governor’s Local 
Issues Conference in Louisville 
last week. Gov. Steve Beshear 
and Department for Local 
Government Commissioner 


Tony Wilder presented the 
award. 

“I commend the many state 
and local government groups 
that reached beyond county 
lines and across the political 
spectrum to form Kentucky 
Connected, a partnership 
aimed at expanding business 
and educational opportuni¬ 


ties across North Central 
Kentucky,” Beshear said. “By 
working together, this region 
is setting a strong example in 
the Commonwealth of how 
quality partnerships can bring 
about effective change.” 

Kentucky Connected is 
made up of the fiscal courts 
of Oldham, Henry, Carroll, 


Trimble, Owen and Gallatin 
counties, as well as the 
Northern Kentucky and 
Kentuckiana regional planning 
agencies, Jefferson Community 
and Technical College and 
the Kentucky Transportation 
Cabinet.

Special EIS 
building 
tax will not 
return

Eminence Independent 
Schools settled on a 
fiscal year 2014-15 
budget, according to 
Superintendent Buddy 
Berry. The board of 
education will seek a 
four-percent increase in 
tax revenue, but will not 
repeat the special building 
tax collected last year. 

“We do a draft: budget 
in January, a tentative one 
in May and a working one 
in October. The working 
budget is our finalized 
one, which hardly changes 
from the one in May.” 

“We are seeking a 76.8 
cent rate out of every 
$100 of taxable prop¬ 
erty,” said Berry. “That’s 
4 percent, and only affects 
property tax.” 

Last year’s rate was 
73.8 cents. “We’ve had 
a 3 cent increase,” Berry 
reiterates. “This means a 
$100,000 home will go 
up $30, less than $3 per 
month.” 

The 4 percent increase 
in revenue is the highest 
that Kentucky allows local 
governments to seek. 
“We’re right at the 4 per¬ 
cent,” Berry said. 

The additional revenue 
will be used to pay staff. 
“The state of Kentucky 
issued a mandatory 1 per¬ 
cent raise for all staff this 
year,” Berry explained. 
“Next year a 2 percent 
raise will be in order.” 

Other schools have 
struggled in similar situa¬ 
tions regarding the com¬ 
pensation of their staff. 

“We don’t want to 
lose teachers,” Berry 
said. “This year, about 
$40,000 will be used for 
the 1 percent raise, and 
about $80,000 will be 
used next year for the 
2 percent mandatory 
increase. The revenue pre¬ 
dominately will go toward 
those raises.” 

The general areas 
to which revenue of 
$157,914.36 above 2014 
revenue is to be allocated 
are as follows: cost of col¬ 
lections, $4,738;

Big premiere

Chisholm 
takes ALS 
plunge

Tony Chisholm didn’t challenge 
friends or family, pop stars or presi¬ 
dents after the Campbellsburg man 
dumped buckets of ice water on his 
head as part of raising awareness 
about ALS. He challenged research¬ 
ers to focus on a cure for the deadly 
disease. 

After losing Alicia, his wife of seven 
years, to the disorder that eventu¬ 
ally causes the nervous system to 
fail and the muscles to stop moving, 
Chisholm saw an opportunity to 
send a message to the pharmaceutical 
industry. 

“Your muscles progressively 
shut down until they reach some 
vital organ that results in death,” 
Chisholm explained on the video. 
“Alicia, before she left, lost the use 
of feet and legs, hands and arms and 
ultimately succumbed to collapsed 
lungs.” 

ALS is always fatal, Chisholm said. 
But ALS usually gets overlooked 
by medical researchers because few 
people contract the disease. 

The viral challenge involves people 
getting doused with ice water on 
video, posting it to social media and 
naming others to do the same in 
an effort to raise ALS awareness, as 
officials with The ALS Association 
noted. People can accept the chal¬ 
lenge, make a donation to an ALS 
charity instead or both. 

His intent in the challenge 
involved getting viewers to share his 
video to try to bring more attention 
to the need for a cure. 

“Because the goal is to get some 
pharmaceutical executive or their 
spouse or some high powered 
researcher to understand that this is 
a deadly disease and it needs more 
work,” he explained in his public 
Facebook post. “If you can do the 
challenge, that’s great. If you can 
donate that’s better, but please at 
least share videos so that we can get 
the word out about how deadly ALS 
is.” 

Named by Alicia’s daughter, Ariel, 
Chisholm poured four buckets — 
one for each year that Alicia survived 
the disease — and then jumped back¬ 
wards into an above ground pool to 
complete the soaking. 

Outpouring 

The ice bucket challenge generated 
an outpouring of support for The 
ALS Association with $94.3 million

in donations coming 
from July 29 to Aug. 27 
— the same period dur¬ 
ing 2013 saw $2.7 mil¬ 
lion, according to a news 
release from the foun¬ 
dation. The challenge 
has inspired 2.1 million 
new donors to The ALS 
Association since the end 
of July. 

“While the monetary 
donations are absolutely 
incredible, the visibility 
that this disease is getting 
as a result of the chal¬ 
lenge is truly invaluable,” 
said Barbara Newhouse, 
president and CEO of 
The ALS Association. 
“People who have never 
before heard of ALS are 
now engaged in the fight 
to find treatments and a 
cure for ALS.” 

With countless oth¬ 
ers taking the challenge, 
Chisholm wanted to 
make his video differ¬ 
ent — one reaction he’s 
heard is that many view¬ 
ers found Chisholm’s 
accidental co-star 
extremely cute. 

Ariel’s half-husky, 
half-heeler, Freya, kind 
of stole the show by dip¬ 
ping her paws and her 
mouth into the buckets 
prior to the big splash. 

“She likes ice and she 
was trying to get the ice 
out of the bucket to play 
with it,” Chisholm said. 
“I really didn’t know 
the dog was there. I was 
concentrating on trying 
to get my words out.” 

The dog sprinted off 
the deck in the back¬ 
ground when Chisholm 
tipped the buckets up 
and threw them down in 
succession. 

While millions have 
donated to the fight 
against ALS through the 
ice bucket challenge, 
only about 30,000 peo¬ 
ple in the United States 
suffer from the neuro- 
degenerative disease that 
first robs them of their 
freedom of movement 
and eventually takes their 
lives. 


Chisholm compared 
the chances of contract¬ 
ing ALS as about the 
same to that of a person 
getting hit by lightning 
or getting bit by a shark. 

“Many of the doctors 
we went to, they said 
they’d never thought 
they’d even meet any¬ 
body who had ALS, 
much less treat one, it’s 
so uncommonly rare,” 
he said. 

Finding the truth 

Her diagnosis was 
made more difficult by 
Alicia needing back sur¬ 
gery to treat her “sliding 
vertebra,” which had 
symptoms like loss of 
feeling in her legs, just 
like ALS does, Chisholm 
said. 

A tremendous amount 
of medical tests followed, 
until doctors could elimi¬ 
nate all other possibili¬ 
ties, he said. 

From watching the 
difficulty that doctors 
had pinpointing ALS as 
Alicia’s medical issue, 
Chisholm witnessed her 
undergoing test after test 
for months. 

As several other medi¬ 
cal problems, like a bulg¬ 
ing disk or muscular 
dystrophy, can cause 
similar symptoms to 
ALS, doctors often resort 
to testing for many more 
common diseases and 
eliminating those. 

That led to multiple 
batteries of cat scans, 
MRIs, around 70 kinds 
of blood work and more 
over months from a neu¬ 
rologist in Louisville to 
researchers at the Mayo 
Clinic before Alicia’s 
diagnosis was confirmed, 
Chisholm said. 

Doctors discovered the 
truth only after success¬ 
ful surgery to correct her 
back problem. 

Alicia got back some 
feeling and some mass in 
her legs, but her muscles 
continued not to work 
correctly, Chisholm 
recalled. When she 
returned to the surgeon 
for a follow-up while 
depending on a walker, 


her doctor seemed at his 
wit’s end. 

“He pretty much just 
threw up his hands and 
said, c We don’t know 
what’s wrong with you. 
We don’t know why you 
can’t walk,”’ Chisholm 
said. “Had she not had 
ALS, she would have 
been up running in a 
couple months. She just 
continued to get worse.” 

Together 

Running their busi¬ 
ness, Casde Court Tax, 
Chisholm and Alicia 
stayed together practical¬ 
ly all the time, tax season 
and beyond. 

Though only mar¬ 
ried for seven years, they 
remained “in high gear 
all the time.” He called 
Alicia his soulmate. 

Alicia became more 
dependent on her loved 
ones for help as ALS 
slowly and increasingly 
robbed her of the ability 
to move. 

“She couldn’t get 


out of the wheelchair,” 
Chisholm said. “She 
couldn’t move her hands. 
She couldn’t cook, she 
couldn’t hold onto 
things.” 

Because Alicia was a 
small person, Chisholm 
could pick her up in his 
arms, carry her to the 
bed, to the couch or to 
the wheelchair, he said. 
That meant he could 
take care of her at home 
and never had to admit 
her to a nursing home 
or hospital for the long 
term or need to put 
her on a respirator or a 
colostomy bag. 

“It bothered her ter¬ 
ribly that I or anybody 
else would have to do 
things for her — Alicia 
was an independent little 
rascal,” Chisholm said. 
“She loved taking care 
of the flowers, keeping 
the house looking nice, 
cooking — she couldn’t 
do any of that stuff.” 

One activity Alicia 
could do on her own 
involved researching 
family genealogies at 


ancestry.com with a 
touch screen computer. 
She loved it and did it 
for hours at a time and 
amassed huge amounts 
of data for her and his 
family trees. 

Her mind remained 
sharp even as the disease 
atrophied her muscles, 
he said. 

“They say the ice 
bucket is what an ALS 
person feels like — that’s 
not true, not that that’s 
important,” Chisholm 
said. “ALS, in and of 
itself, there’s no pain — 
your muscles just quit 
working.” 

Cruel disease 

“Alicia knew her feet 
didn’t work, her hands 
wouldn’t work,” Chisolm 
said. “She knew she 
couldn’t feed herself... 
she could see all those 
things happening, which 
is why it’s such a cruel 
disease.” 

Chisholm thinks about 
Alicia about a dozen 
times a day and expects 


to for the rest of his life. 

The first thing he used 
to do in the morning 
involved walking around 
their bed to pick her up 
to help her get ready for 
the day. Chisholm said it 
hurts when he wakes up 
in the morning and Alicia 
is not there. 

“The ice bucket chal¬ 
lenge is nice, but it 
doesn’t make up for 
what you’ve lost,” he 
said. “We knew that the 
end was coming for her, 
and you can do all the 
planning you want, but 
it doesn’t make it any 
easier. 

“Nobody should live 
without hope and with 
ALS there just isn’t any. 
It’s cruel not only for her 
but for the family mem¬ 
bers, too.”

“I’m starting my 
eighth year as the choir 
and drama teacher here, 
and Fve seen through 
what Fve done with 
the students through

Raymer-Brown has 
written, performed and 
directed plays at eight 
theaters in six coun¬ 
ties, the website said.

explained to us that 
her parents had bought 
her this new house that 
would accommodate 
her needs. After a few 
minutes of talking with 
my dad, she told him 
that she was previously 
diagnosed with multiple 
sclerosis. 

In the months after 
we were settled into 
our newly finished 
home, we became good 
friends with this lady 
across the street, named 
Kathy. My brother and 
sister and I spent the 


most time visiting with 
her, as my parents were 
overwhelmed with 
work and getting used 
to a new town, some¬ 
thing I didn’t relate to 
until much later in life. 

Kathy loved having 
the three of us over for 
visits and considered us 
the grandchildren she 
never had. She told us 
stories of when she was 
little and gave us vari¬ 
ous life lessons. She was 
like our personal ver¬ 
sion of Mr. Feeny from 
“Boy Meets World” or 
Wilson from “Home 
Improvement”. One 
story I’ll never forget 
is the one she told of 
when she was a kid 
and while playing out¬ 
side on a nature-made 
ice rink with friends, 
Gordie Howe, himself, 
showed up and taught 
her how to hold her 
hockey stick correctly. 

Since Kathy was 
mostly bed or chair- 
ridden due to her MS, 


she owned a plethora of 
books and movies. One 
movie in particular that, 
bless her heart, she 
let me watch over and 
over at her house was 
“Matilda”. It wasn’t 
until about the tenth 
time in a row that she 
said “No more, I can’t 
watch this movie any¬ 
more!” But of course 
we did watch it a few 
more times before we 
put it back on the shelf 
for good. 

Kathy had a caring 
heart. She loved having 
us around and watch¬ 
ing us grow up. She 
felt like family in a very 
short time and even on 
the holidays we wanted 
to visit and help her 
decorate the Christmas 
tree and hang decora¬ 
tions. 

Unfortunately, with 
the great memories 
also came the bad ones. 
Kathy got around by 
an electronic scooter. 
Her MS progressed and 


she could no longer get 
around with a walker. 
One year she adopted 
a kitten from the ani¬ 
mal shelter and about a 
week later accidentally 
ran it over with her 
scooter and fell into a 
pretty deep depression 
for a week or so. We 
were young and didn’t 
know how to comfort 
her at the time. 

A couple years after 
that, Kathy developed 
breast cancer in one 
breast and had a double 
mastectomy to prevent 
the disease from return¬ 
ing. Cancer ultimately 
took her life, and I 
never got to say good¬ 
bye. There were many 
opportunities for it, 
but I didn’t know how 
to face death. I didn’t 
want to see her that 
way. She was always a 
strong, bubbly individ¬ 
ual, and now she was 
fragile and could barely 
lift her head to smile. 

I didn’t realize how 


wonderful a person 
Kathy was until much 
later in life, and it made 
me miss her more. I 
wish I could somehow 
thank her for all of the 
great memories, and for 
loving us so much. 

It’s easy to be bit¬ 
ter, but it takes a lot of 
effort to be kind. Very 
few people in my life 
remain who are as kind- 
hearted as Kathy was. 
Those are the people 
who have something to 
teach us about living a 
good life, even in the 
worst of circumstances. 

Kathy has taught 
me that nothing in 
this world exists that 
is more precious than 
loving one another. If I 
keep that in mind, then 
this life will be a lot 
easier. 

Never go a day 
without letting those 
close to you know how 
important they are to 
you, in one way or 
another.

The closest tie to 
Louisville I used to 
have in my youth came 
in the form of the 
long concrete path of 
Interstate 64, which 
hastened my journey to 
see family in Cincinnati 
through its connection 
to 1-71. 

As a child and 
passenger, the trip 
through Kentucky 
didn’t mean that much 
to me — just a means 
to an end and a sight¬ 
seeing tour chauffeured 
by my dad. 

But, as a teenager 
learning to drive, pick¬ 
ing up momentum 
down the grade from 
the Corydon, Ind., 
crossing the Ohio 
River into Louisville 
with oodles of stream¬ 
ing passenger vehicles

and tractor-trailers 
caused me an extended 
period of unease fol¬ 
lowed by the proverbial 
sheer moments of ter¬ 
ror when it was time 
to make the transition 
from 64 to 71. 

The distance from 
the river to the Snyder 
represented the most 
intense driving experi¬ 
ence along the way. 


Some of it arose 
from the ease with 
which a newbie driver 
could take a wrong 
turn. 

Much of it arose 
from the great volume 
of my fellow drivers 
zooming in and out 
and around my par¬ 
ents’ Reliant. 

A few motorists even 
seemed to play a game 
called “let’s see how 
close we can get to 
this Hoosier’s bum¬ 
per.” The winners were 
those fellow travelers 
where, using the rear¬ 
view mirror, I could 
look directly into their 
eyes and tell the color. 

The term “aggres¬ 
sive driver” became 
long associated with 
Louisville for me. 

This drive down 


memory lane occurred 
just after Allstate sent 
me a copy of their 
tenth America’s Best 
Drivers Report, placing 
Louisville as the 60th 
city out of 200 for 
crash frequency. 

“Allstate research 
found that 70 percent 
of vehicles involved in 
auto claims are consid¬ 
ered drivable, which 
indicates that most 
claims are the result of 
low speed (under 35 
miles per hour) colli¬ 
sions,” according to 
an accompanying news 
release. 

Based on nationwide 
collision claims the 
insurance juggernaut 
received from 2011 to 
2012, the report states 
that the average driver 
in the United States 


will experience a crash 
about every 10 years. 

Compare that to the 
declared “safest driving 
city” of Fort Collins, 
Colo., where the aver¬ 
age motorist can avoid 
a wreck for 14.2 years, 
making folks there 
29.6 percent less likely 
to find themselves in 
an accident than the 
national average. 

For Louisville, peo¬ 
ple on the roads have a 
slightly elevated chance 
of having a fender- 
bender at 2.2 percent 
higher than national, 
or as the report puts it 
once every 9.8 years. 

As a mature driver 
now, I have a different 
perspective on road 
safety. 

Instead of fearing 
all the traffic, I look 


at the interstates and 
expressways and find 
with amazement that, 
while undeniably messy 
and potentially danger¬ 
ous, these superhigh¬ 
ways operate relatively 
smoothly on a daily 
basis. 

Tens of thousands 
vehicles probably pass 
over 64 and 71 for 
every one accident. 

Also, over the years, 
I’ve made friends with 
Louisvillians and know 
first hand that most 
are happy, friendly, 
well-adjusted people — 
while out from behind 
the wheel, anyway. 

Still, memories of 
high speed travel anxi¬ 
ety on these interstates 
stays buried in my rep¬ 
tilian brain, telling me 
to keep driving defen-

The group spent $1.2 
million for a study on 
the Interstate 71 cor¬ 
ridor from Louisville to 
Cincinnati, gathering 
information on safety and 
possible improvements 
to foster more economic 
development.

Kentucky Connected 
beat out seven other 
nominees for the award 
and while all the nomi¬ 
nees were special, Wilder 
said the Kentucky 
Connected project “per¬ 
colated to the top.” 

In a short acceptance 
perch; Carroll County 


Judge-Executive Harold 
“Shorty” Tomlinson said 
the ability of the group 
to stick together was key. 

“You all know how 
difficult it is in your 
own jurisdiction to hold 
things together and 
we’re going into our 
third year,” he said. “On 
behalf of everyone in the 
group we thank you.” 

Oldham County 
Judge-Executive David 
Voegele said the group is 
important to his commu¬ 
nity as well as the others 
and noted it was a truly 
cooperative effort. 

“It’s a very bipartisan 
effort,” he said. “We’re 
not worried about who’s

Getting in some rest 
and relaxation from 
their military service, 
former Henry County 
residents and friends 
Austin Woosley, Kendrick 
Warren and Chad Banner 
recently reunited when 
their leave brought them 
home at the same time. 

Woosley, of 

Campbellsburg, has been 
home since Aug. 6 after 
graduating from the Air 
Force. 

“It feels surreal to be 
home. I’ve been gone 
four months,” said 
Woosley. “The weeks go 
by fast but the days are 
terrible when I’m away.” 

Woosley originally 
wanted to go into law 
enforcement, but his 
plans changed after get¬ 
ting involved in the 
Reserve Officer Training 
Corps program while 
going to school. 

“When I was younger 
I wanted to be a police¬ 
man,” he said. “The only 
way to do that was col¬ 
lege credits or prior mili¬ 
tary service. So, I joined 
ROTC during Henry 
County High School and 
that kind of did me in.” 

He’s no longer sure if 
joining the civilian police 
force is still on his radar, 
but wants to stay on 


course with his military 
career. 

“Whatever the Air 
Force needs me to do, 
wherever they need me 
to go, I’ll go,” Woosley 
said about his future. 

What he misses most 
about being home 
is relaxing. “Hakuna 
Matata,” or “no wor¬ 
ries,” he said, quoting 
from “The Lion King.” 

Kendrick Warren, now 
of Shelbyville is home 
from the Marines on a 
two-week leave. 

“It feels great to be 
around my brothers 
again because they’re so 
young and I’m their big¬ 
gest role model,” said 
Warren. “It sucks being 
away from them.” 

Warren grew interested 
in serving his country 
when a Marine encour¬ 
aged him to join. 

“Summer of junior 
year I was not ready 
to go to college yet,” 
Warren said. “It seemed 
like a big jump financially 
and no one is promised a 
job right out of college. 

I decided the Marines 
would be a safer route 
and better place alto¬ 
gether. 

“There are more bene¬ 
fits and you get more out 
of it — not to mention 
doing something great 
for this country and 
meeting friends for life.” 


A Marine got Warren 
thinking about the ser¬ 
vice by approaching him 
and asking if he had ever 
thought about changing 
his life.

Warren’s next step will 
be four years of active 
duty and then on to the 
reserves while going to 
school and working on 
his future career goal. 

“I’d like to get a com¬ 


puter science and busi¬ 
ness degree,” Warren 
said. “I don’t know if 
I’ll ever come back to 
Kentucky. I like the West 
Coast.” 

Chad Banner, now of 
Shelbyville, joined the 
Army. He could only 
come home for eight 
days, after finishing 15 
weeks of basic training. 

“It feels great to be 
home,” he said. 

Banner, unlike Woosley 
and Warren, has long 
desired to join the ser¬ 
vice. “My dad was in the 
Navy for 21 years and 
I’ve always wanted to be 
in the Army my whole 
life.” 

Banner will be sta¬ 
tioned in Fort Hood, 
Texas. 

“Trying to make a 
career out of the Army,” 
he said. “I’ll miss my 
family, including my 
older brother.” 

Brad and Teresa 
Patton, Warren’s grand¬ 
parents, have fond mem¬ 
ories of the three and feel 
proud of the decisions 
they’ve made as adults.

instruction, 
$129,676.36; trans¬ 
portation, $3,500; and 
maintenance of plant, 
$ 20 , 000 . 

Last year, citizens 


reacted strongly to the 
Eminence schools levying 
a special tax for construc¬ 
tion. 

“Last year we had an 
additional tax for build¬ 
ings and building expan¬ 
sion,” Berry explained. 
“We haven’t done it 
before and probably 
won’t again. The way it 


works is if the commu¬ 
nity passes the tax, the 
state matches it. We’re 
starting a building in two 
months as a result of that 
tax.” 

Officials collected the 
special tax at a different 
time, resulting in two 
different mailers being 
sent out to the taxpayers 


“People thought they 
were paying two different 
things, but it just came 
out two separate times,” 
he goes on. “This year 
will be much better.” 

Berry is excited about 
the new addition, called 
Edhub. 

“The new building 
going up doesn’t look 


like anything else you’ve 
seen,” he said. “We are 
maximizing space, get¬ 
ting more square footage 
for our money. It will 
be a 25,000-square-foot 
addition, the school’s 
first in 50 or 60 years. 
The space is much need¬ 
ed as we have 300 more 
students than we did 


three years ago.”

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How to achieve adequate amounts of vitamin D

Vitamin D has gotten 
a lot of media coverage 
lately as various studies 
have tied normal levels 
of vitamin D to certain 
health benefits and lack 
of the vitamin to certain 
diseases. While many of 
these current studies pro¬ 
vide conflicting messages, 
it is generally understood 
that vitamin D is needed 
for optimal health. It 
helps us absorb calcium 
and phosphorus, so we 
can have strong bones 
and teeth. 

The vitamin also regu¬ 
lates the amount of cal¬ 
cium in our blood, helps 


strengthen our immune 
system and helps regu¬ 
late cell growth. It also 
decreases the risk of 
falls in older adults by 
as much as 20 percent. 

A lack of vitamin D can 
cause your bones to soft¬ 
en and increases your risk 
of bone fractures. 


Our exposed skin pro¬ 
duces vitamin D from 
sun exposure. Our bod¬ 
ies do not need a lot of 
sun exposure to help us 
reach our recommended 
daily amount. About 15 
minutes in the sun three 
times a week is enough. 

Individuals who have 


certain skin diseases may 
not be able to get ade¬ 
quate amounts of vitamin 
D, as they need to limit 
their skin’s exposure to 
the sun. People with dark 
skin, older adults and 
overweight individuals 
may not be able to pro¬ 
duce adequate amounts 
of vitamin D with sun 
exposure alone. 

Winter sunlight is also 
not strong enough for 
any of us to get adequate 
amounts of vitamin D. 
We can get our daily- 
recommended amount 
of vitamin D by adding 
foods to our diets that 


naturally contain vitamin 
D or are fortified with 
the vitamin. 

Fatty fish such as salm¬ 
on, cod and tuna natu¬ 
rally contain high levels 
of vitamin D. The vita¬ 
min is also found in egg 
yolks in smaller quanti¬ 
ties. Foods fortified with 
vitamin D include most 
milk, some orange juices, 
yogurt, cheese, cereal, 
bread and soy drinks. A 
reference to vitamin D 
is usually only found on 
food labels of fortified 
foods. 

Vitamin D supple¬ 
ments are also available 


for those deficient in the 
vitamin. Check with your 
doctor before adding any 
kind of supplement to 
your diet.

The Henry County 
Conservation District

They had two very fast 
defenders that Rachel 
and Savannah could not 
outrun and that is say¬ 
ing something because 
Rachel and Savannah are 
fairly quick.” 

The Lady Cats were 
able to hang tough in 
the second half. 

“We made some
